Village sets 5 mile 



When the Antioch Fire Dept. answered a 
call at 2 p.m., on Wednesday, August 13, 
from Bob Lange's Resort on Rte. 3, Channel 
Lake, they found the upper portion of the 
marina completely engulfed in flames. 

According to Wayne Parthun, chief in- 
vestigator for the Antioch Fire Dept., "In our 
opinion it was an electrical fire that started 
in the area of the common wall between the 
living room and the kitchen, and traveled 
throughout the second structure above, the 
false ceilinc " ° ■ i 

PARTHUN WENT ON to say, "Our in- 
vestigation shows that the fire was probably 
burning for a considerable time before the 
call came through." 

Bob Lange, owner of the property said that 
he had been in the downstairs restaurant 
area, along with some other people, when his 
daughter Lorraine said that she smelled 
smoke. 

After looking in the living, room and 
''discovering nothing, but still smelling 
smoke, Lange turned the electric power off. 

JEFF DIXON, WHO lives in the apartment 
upstairs went to check his apartment, using 



the outside staircase and he saw smoke 
coming out of the top of his bedroom door, 
which . proved to be in flames when he 
checked inside. 

After calling the fire department, using the 
911 call code, Lange and others made an at- 
tempt to fight the fire but were driven out of 
the building by the heat and smoke. 

Parthun attributed the speed with which 
the fire spread after discovery to the 
building's balloon construction and the fact 
that there were no fire stops in the walls. 

"THE FIRE ALSO flared up when part of 
the ceiling gave way and fresh additional 
oxygen was added. 

It took from 2 to 5:30 p.m. to completely 
dowse the fire and finish the investigation. 

Parthun hesitated to give an estimation of 
the damages but said they were very ex- - 
tensive since the upper portion of the 
building was completely gutted. 

None of the people who were inside the 
building at the time were injured but reports 
have it that a fireman suffered smoke 
inhalation. '

Local school officials have 
adopted a family size income 
criteria for determining 
eligibility which is available 
from the school office. 

Children from families, 
whose income is at or below 
the level shown are eligible 
for free milk, free meals or 
reduced price meals; 

In addition, families that 
do not meet these criteria 
but have expenses such as 
unusually high medical ex- 
penses, shelter costsHn ex- 
cess of 30 percent of income, 
special education expenses 
due to the mental or physical 
condition of a child, or 
disaster or casualty losses 
are urged to apply. . 

Applications may be sub- 
mitted at any time during 
the year and are available at 
the principal's office in each 
school. 

To discourage the 
possibility of misrepresen- 
tation, the application forms 
contain a statement above 
the space for signature cer- 
tifying that all information 
furnished in the application 
is true and correct. 

An additional statement is 
added to warn that the ap-

Following the extraction of 
u loath, the wound in the jaw 
usually heals within a hw- 
day* without complication*. If 
Home swelling develops in the 
face, this is usually nothing to 
worry about and it can be 
minimized by the application 
of an ice bag to (he affected 
region. 

Actual bleeding should stop 
shortly after tooth removal. 
Nature's way of stopping the 
bleeding is -the formation of 
the blood clot In the socket. 
Let nature do its job and do 
not disturb the formation of 
the clot. How? - 

Do not suck on the hole for 
■tarters. Do not take hot food 
or drinks for five or six hours, 
by which time the clot should 
be firmed. If you get hungry, 



drink a cold drink or eat a 
soft,, cold food. Avoid eating 
hard foods. , 

If delayed bleeding occurs, 
fold a piece of -gnuxe and bile 
on It Tor a half hour. A 
moistened tea' bag will also do 
the job. If bleeding persists, 
by all means, call your den- 
tist. Free bleeders, especially 
people with hemophilia, 
should tell their dentist 
BEFORE extraction so that 
he can take special 
precautions.

With the school bells about to start ringing 
and the apples for the teachers, being 
polished up, what better "Woman Behind the
